PRESENT STATUS 

The Security Division has recognized that the apprehension of certain 
individuals, referred to as "Prominent Individuals," in the event the Detention Program 
is placed in effect, might cause the Bureau some embarrassment because these 
individuals would hold themselves out as martyrs, some public sentiment -would be 
created in their behalf, and because of their prominence the Hearing Board might . 

thorn. This yrnnld undoubtedly result in considerable adverse publicity and 
criticism of the FBI. The Security Division prepared SAC Letter #61, dated August 
29, 1950 which advised the field of the type of individuals who were being placed 
in the special section of the Security Index. Prominent individuals were included. 
These individuals were selected by the Security Division and the field offices in 
which they resided were advised. The field offices were instructed to appropriately 
tab the security index cards on all persons included in the special section at the 
Bureau. The field was also advised to indicate in the future when placing persons 
on the Security Index to recommend if the individual should be included in the 
special section. There are approximately 30 individuals carried in the "Prominent 
Individuals" section of the Security Index. Kith a few exceptions there has been 
no summary report prepared on these prominent individua l s . The Department has 
recently been advised of their identity and the fact that they are included in the 
Security Index. The Security Division has pointed out that before any of these 
prominent individuals should be apprehended the files on each such individual should 
be reviewed at the time of an emergency to determine if their activities at that 
time fully justified their detention. It is intended that the Department approve 
*11 apprehensions of these individuals. At the present time, even though all reports 
have been submitted to the Department, it would be necessary for the Bureau to 
review the entire file, consisting in some instances of several sections and prepare 
a summary report in order to determine what facts are available for use in the event 
of the detention of the subject.

2. Biese sumrary reports on prominent individuals should then be 
reviewed in the Security Division and a determination made as to whether or not the 
information is adequate to justify the continuation of this person in the Security 
Index. If it is determined that the information is adequate the summary report 
should be sent to the Department. In those instances in which the Security 
Division determines the information is inadequate the person should either be 
removed from the Security Index or investigation continued to develop further 
information for inclusion in a summary report. .

For your information the following action nas Dean 
taken in this matter: 

(1) At the time the last Security Index list was 
delivered to the Department on January 29, 1951, 
recall, the lists of individuals whose Security Index 
are carried in the Foreign Government Employees, United Rations 
Employees, Atomic Energy Program Employees, United states 
Government Employees and Prominent Individuals 

of the Special Section were attached to the list of individuals 
included in the general section of the Security Index. 

Individuals in the United States Government Employees and 
Atomic Energy Program Employees categories had been attached 
.to the previous Security Index list delivered to the Department. 

At the time the Security Index list was delivered to 
at the Department, he was advised that 

in every instance when a person's name is carried in the 
Special Section, the person's affiliations and activities in 
subversive matters warranted inclusion in the Security Index 
according to Bureau standards in that manner the same as ii 
the individual wereplaced in th*e general section ° f ^ , o1 * 

Security Index, but that the names were carried in the Special 
lectio/ because each case, for one reason or another, warranted 
special consideration prior to arrest In event of an n 

Xir^regard /to those individuals listed as Prominent Individua s.

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It was specifically pointed out that their affiliations and 
activities developed as a result of investigation warranted 
their names being carried in the Security Index according 
to Bureau standards in that regard, but because of the 
prominence of these individuals in business or professional 
fields, they were separated from the general section in 
order that each case can be more closely followed and given 
special review and attention at the time of an emergency 
to determine if their -subversive activities at that time 
considered along with past activities fully justify their 
detention. * 

It was pointed out to _ that those 

individuals listed under Foreign Government Employees and 
United Nations Employees were maintained in the Special 
Section because of the question of diplomatic status that 
must be considered in each case prior to an arrest in an 



(2) Pursuant to the recommendations contained in 
Mr. Clegg’s memorandum to * - dated February 7 » 195l» 

an SAC Letter has been prepared for approval instructing 
offices having Security Index subjects in the "Prominent 
Individuals" subdivision of the Security Index to prepare 
summary reports on each subject so carried, and that 
thereafter investigative reports be submitted on these 
Individuals at least each six months as long as their 
names are carried in the Special Section. The SAC Letter 
also instructed the SAC to follow such cases in order that 
he will be in a position at any given time to decide if 
apprehension is fully justified. The field was instructed 
to submit recommendations on other Security Index subjects 
whom they feel should be placed In the Special Section 
under "Prominent Individuals." 

As you know, before any person's name is placed 
in the Security Index, his file is carefully reviewed by 
the Supervisor handling the case to determine if a Security 
Index card is warranted. This is true whether the card is 
carried in the Special Section or general section of the 
Security Index.

The Security Index_ include s the name3__pf_gerson3 who are 
considered dangerous~6r potentially dangerous-to the Internal secur-ty 
of the United States and, as such, should be_given_ consideration for 
apprehension and detention in the event of an emergency. T e 
- danker ousne ss of each person whose name is included in the Security 
Index has been determined as the result of Bureau investigation. 

During each investigation .every effort is made to develop legal y 
admissible evidence by means of which the dangerousnes3 of the 
individual can be established; however, in many cases derogatory

The Security Index is broken down into two sections, namely: 
1) General Section 
I 2) Special Section 

The General Section includes all SI cards on individuals 
that will be handled as a mass apprehension in the event of an 
emergency. SI cards in the Special Section are on individuals 
when for one reason or ai aether the cases must receive special 
[attention before ^any apprehensions are made in an emergency* 

A* General Section 

As pointed out above, it is contemplated that the SI 
cards in the General Section will be used for a mass apprehension 
at the time the Security Index Program is placed in operation* 

Elis General Section corresponds to the Geographical Section of the 
Security index in cne rieia offices . The tabulating or punch cards 
are so punched that certain classifications (named hereafter) can 
be selected from the entire Index by processing the tabulating cards 
through a Sorting Machine* 

1* The following classifications and groups can be 
sorted from the Security Index for priority of arrest 
purposes. These breakdowns appear on Security Index 
cards in the field and at the Bureau. 

Detcom 


The designation Detcom (coded M DG” ) appears on the 
Security Index cards for individuals who will be thereby given 
priority attention when arrests are made in the event of an 
emergency.

Key Figures and Top 'Functionaries 

Individuals important to the functioning and effectiveness 
of the Co mmunist party and_related__groups _ape_designated as Key 
Figures and of these the most Important, on a. national policy-making 
levelTare further designated as Top.. Functionaries. The Key Figures 
and those Key Figures designated Top Functionaries are so classified 
for proper investigation and administrative handling because they 
.are the most dangerous to the internal security of the United States* 
Cases in these categories are never ciosea. xop Functionary cases 
may be placed in a pending inactive status for three months. Key 
Figure cases may be placed in a pending inactive status for six 
months. At the end of the designated period their activities must 
be brought up to date and a report submitted. 

As of December I 4 ., 1950, 1555 Security Index subjects were 
included in the Key Figure and Top Functionary categories . Of tnese 
%5 are Top Functionaries.

The Security Index cards relating to individuals included 
in the above categories are coded either “KF" or "TF." As previously 
pointed out, all Top Functionaries and Key Figures are tabbed D e tcom 
and will receive priority attention in the event of an.^mergency. 

B. Special Section 

A Special Section of the Security Index is maintained 
separately from the General Section both in the field and at the 
Bureau. 
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The ease files on all subjects whose names were carried 
in the Special Section of the Index as of September 28, 1950, were 
reviewed by supervisors to determine: 

1 ) whether the Security Index card was justified by 
the results of the investigation; 

2 ) whether the individual's name was properly carried 
in the Special Section. . 

In addition, the review covered over-all consideration on 
any subject when a recommendation was being made that the subject’s 
SI card be retained in the Special Section.

If during the course of a security investigation facts 
fare developed indicating that the subject is potentially dangerous 
to the internal security, it is incumbent upon inves~. 0 ---—-a 

Agent to submit a recommendation for zne preparaciun ui a 
Index card. Procedurally, the r ep^iamenMti on_alway a.^ arises -f r om 
the in View of the fact that they possess in the first in- 

stancethe data necessary for the preparation of the card. However, 
in practice, the supervisor at the Seat of Government may upon 
reviewing a case determine that it is an appropriate one for _ 
Inclusion in the Security Index program and may therefore instruct 
the field to submit a recommendation for a card. 

Upon receipt of the recommendation at the Seat of Govern- 
ment, the substantive case is reviewed by the supervisor to determine 
if a Security Index card is warranted. If the supervisor determines 
that the case is clearly short of the standards for inclusion in the 
index, he so advises the field and gives the reason why the Security 
Index card is declined. If the individual comes clearly within the 
standards for inclusion in the Index, the supervisor authorises the 
approval of a Security Index card and the field is so advised. I 
the case is one of a questionable nature, it may be taken by the 
supervisor to either the Section Chief or the Inspector in charge 
of the Division for final decision.

There is attached for aooroval an SAC Letter clarifying 
instructions regarding the handling of the categories of Security 
Index subjects now contained in the Special Section of the 
Security Index; providing for the inclusion, in the Special Sec — on 
of the Security index for consideration as a group at the time 
of hostilities those Security Index subjects of Yugoslav 
nationalistic tendencies who are pro-Tito and anti-Stalin, 
anti-C-oainforni and anti— Soviet; instructing that the character 
of investigations regarding such afore-mentioned subjects of 
Yugoslav nationalistic tendencies be fchanged to Internal 
Security-YU where they are carried under other characters 
oresently. 


It also clarifies for the field the procedure for filing 
and handling Security Index cards in the Special and "Inactive' 1 
Sections of the Security Index, and outlines instructions for more 
effectively handling cases in the "Prominent Individuals" sub- 
division of the Special Section to insure that the arrest of .in- 
dividuals in this category can be justified at all times.

At the present tide the Government of the United States is furnishing 
food and funds and is prepared to furnish arms and military supplies to the Tito 
Government of Yugoslavia in the event of an international crisis involving the 
Soviet Union. In other words, at the present time the Tito Government of 
Yugoslavia and its supporters are considered as potential allies of, rather than 
potential dangers to, the United States. "As long as the Tito Government of* 
Yugoslavia is aligned with the United States and its Western European allies 
against the Soviet Union and the Soviet satellite countries, no G° od purpose could 
be served in applying the Detention Program to the supporters of the Tito 
Government in the United States. Supporters of the Tito Government are not 
considered to include any Communist splinter group which from time to time makes 
statements in support of Tito. but should include those individuals, particularly 
of Yugoslav birth or descent, whose support cf Tito against the Cominform 
countries and Stalin is clear and unequivocal . 

At the present time the code YUG indicates the nationalistic tendency 
for Yugoslavia . This code will likewise be used in indicating the pro- Tito 
category in the Special Section. Field offices having subjects falling within 
this category should inform the Bureau promptly of their identities in order that 
this category in the Special Section nay be properly established. 

In all cases of additions to the Special Section ■•the form FD-122 should 
be accompanied by a memorandum from the field office explaining specifically why 
the change in the status of the subject should be made . When the field requests 
a removal of a subject’s card from the Special Section, this request should be

the Bureau and reports suitable for distribution should be furnished thereafter 
on a regular basis* 


In every case involving a subject maintained in the Special Section in 
the espionage category where a summary for distribution has not been prepared, a 
summary report suitable for distribution must be submitted to the Bureau within 
thirty days of the receipt of this letter. In any case involving a double agent 
operation, these summaries should stress, where possible, a basis other than the 
espionage activity of the subject for inclusion in the Regular Section of the 
Security Index. For example, if a collateral subject in a double agent operation, 
who is maintained in the Special Section under the espionage category because his 
apprehension would destroy tho effectiveness of the double agent operation, has a 
record of Communist Party membership which in itself would justify his inclusion 
in the Security Index, such Communist Party membership should be stressed in the 
report prepared for ul timate distrioution . If the sole basis for inclusion in 
the Security Index is collaboration with espionage agents, this should be set 
forth concisely, appropriately concealing the sources of information and 
informants . 



Regardless the number of reports covering the investigation of a 
subject in .the espionage category which are prepared subsequent to tho above 
eunnary and which are not intended for distribution, a report suitable for dis- 
toibution should, after the preparation of the summary requested above, be 
prepared each six months during such time as the subject regains in the Special 
Section. :. : 7 ■ ■ . , 

Special surrarles of the type requested need not be prepared for. the 
U. S. Government employee and atonic energy employee categories since reports 
submitted on such individuals ere regularly distributed. In the case of 
pro-Tito subjects who will, be maintained in the Special Section reports suitable 
for distribution should be prepared at six-month intervals if the investigative 
reports regularly submitted have not been intended for distribution. .

In order that the Security Index card3 in the Special Section will be 
uniformly handled throughout the field, the two copies of the Special Section 
Security Index cards received from the Bureau should be filed in accordance 
with the following instructions: ' ‘ r... .

Index and the other should be filed in the Special Section of the Index. Under 
no circumstances should Special Section Security Index cards be filed in the 
Geographical Section of the Security Index inasmuch as it is contemplated that 
the Geographical Section of the Index will be used for a mass apprehension of 
Security Index subjects. " .

Instructions have been furnished the field on page 38 of Section 8JC 
•of the Manual of Instructions and in Bureau memorandum dated December 11, 1950, 
to the Albany Office captioned "Security Investigations - Removal of Cards from 
Security Index" that the Security Index cards for subjects who have entered the 
Armed Forces should be placed in a section of the Security Index designated 
‘'Inactive" end that a six-month tickler must be set up for each subject in this 
Section. At the termination of each six-month period appropriate inquiry should 
fee made to determine if the subject has been discharged from the Armed Forces. 


In order to clarify the administrative handling of cards of this type, 
at the time the Bureau is advised by memorandum that the subject of a Security 
Index card has entered the Armed Forces you should remove subject's cards from 
the Alphabetical and either the Geographical or Special Sections of the Security 
Index. The card taken from the Alphabetical Section should be destroyed and- ' 
the other card should be filed in the "Inactive" Section. For your information, 
similar action is taken at the Bureau in cases of this type after the memorandum 
is received from the field advising that the subject has entered the Armed Forces. - 
Subject's Security Index card is removed from the master Security Index records 
and a card is maintained in an "Inactive" section of the Bureau's Security Index. 


At such time as a subject carried in the "Inactive" Section returns 
to civilian life, if you believe his activities at that time warrant hie name 
being carried in the Regular Section of the Security Index, you should submit

Internal Security - YU 




Tou will recall that Tito, the dictator of Yugoslavia, openly broke 
with the Soviet Union and the Cominfom countries in July of 1948. While 
ideologically the Tito Government of Yugoslavia adheres to Marxism-Leninism, it 
no longer accepts the Stalinist interpretation and direction which is accepted 
by the Cominfom countries. - • 


In recent months the United States and its Western European allies 
have given material assistance to the Tito Government of Yugoslavia and it 
appears now that in the event of hostilities involving the Soviet Union with 
the United States, the Tito Government of Yugoslavia would not align itself 
with the Soviet Union against the United States but might be allied with, the 
United States . x ' 

For this reason it' becomes necessary to loiow whether subjects Who 
have been investigated because of Yugoslav nationalistic tendencies and who 
have been placed 1 in the Security Index because of Communist affiliations are 
actually Stalinists or are pro-Tito. _ , 

In the event of hostilities with the Soviet Union and in the event 
Yugoslavia has not aligned itself with the Soviets, special consideration must 
ha given to the adherents of Tito in this country. • 

Xou should be alert through investigation to resolve immeaiauejy any 
doubts as to whether persons adhering to Tito prior to July, 19^8, are now pro- 
Cominforo or pro-Tito. Any Security Index subject of an Internal Security - C 
or Security Matter - C investigation of Yugoslav nationalistic tendencies who^ 
is now deter min ed to be pro-Tito and anti-Stalin, anti-Cominform and anti-Soviet 
ghou l d be clearly designated in investigative reports by a change of the 
character of the investigation to Internal Security - YU.

The following instructions should be followed in regard to the

being submitted to the Bureau: 

Re Section 87C of the Manual of Instructions which provides in connec- 
tion with the tabbing of Security Index Cards for priority purposes that "all 
individuals tabbed under the Detcom Program should be tabbed with a contrast- 
ing coioj. Lab f j.uiu obuac oa'uueu under the ComsaD rrogram". in xs interpreted 
from this that it is necessary to have two tabs on one Security Index Card 
when the subject is tabbed both foivDetcom and Consab. As the Bureau is aware , 
all Corns ab Subjects are Detcora Subjects. 

It is being recommended to the Bureau that i£ consider changing its 
rule at this time relative to the tabbing to permit the offices to use only 
one tab. I n this re g ard, it is felt more de sirable that -if a person is a 
Corns ab Subject, a contrasting color bp used for such designation but that no 
additional tab be placed on the card to irri ic ate .that he . is als o, a Detcom 
suoject s ince aH~Co,nsab~SpbjOCts are Detcora. This suggested change is tho ugh t 
to be advisable in order"" to" reduce the number of tabs on the Security Index 
Cards since from a practical standpoint the Detcom Tab in addition to - the 
Comsab Tab does not signify anything. It is thought that if a person is 
removed from being a Comsab Subject, then a regular Detcom Tab could be used 
to replace it. By approving the above suggested change it would also eliminate 
the work necessary to place these Detcom Tabs on Comsab Subjects cards. It 
is re alized that where a small office is concerned which has very few Detcom 
and Comsab Subjects very little is gained therefrom. On the other hand, 
in an office the size of New York where there are a large number of such 
subjects it would eliminate some work and lend to better f ilings Further jls 
indicated above, it would eliminate duplicity.

Previous Consideration of Same Subject latter 

The above-mentioned suggestions have previously been fully considered at 
the Bureau. During the recent inspection of the Security Division the Inspector 
raised the question as to whether 2 copies of Security Index cards prepared on the 
TPEJ equipment at the Bureau, in cases where Form FD— 122 is received recommending a 
change in the information on the Security Index card, should continue to be sent 
the field in view of the additional clerical work entailed in this procedure. 


A survey of Bureau Offices having the most Security Index cards was con- 
ducted. The results of this survey were submitted in a memorandum from 
to dated December 8, 1950, captioned "Security Index Cards." It was pointed 

out in that memorandum that the additional clerical time consumed in .any one field 
division in handling Security Index cards under the present procedure of forwarding 
changed Security latex cards prepared at the Bureau is nominal even if descriptions 
have to be retyped each time a changed card is received inasmuch as at this time only 
approximately 75 to 80 changes on Security Index cards are received daily at the 
Bureau from all field divisions. It was also pointed out that the small amount of 
clerical time expended in any one field division is certainly offset by the necessity 
and importance of maintaining Security Index cards in all fleld^ divisions in a 
uniform manner.

The stap li ng of a card containing a description to the back of each 
Security Index card would double the physical size of the Index and make it more 
• • cumbersome and as the cards are used and handled it is believed that the physical 
condition of the cards would soon get into an undesirable condition. 

It is not desirable that photographs be placed in cellophane envelopes 
to be attached to Security Index cards. This would not serve any practical purpos 
due to the infrequent changes on any one Security Index card.
